A haps almost trite, is that distance means comparatively 
little in the automotive industry. As long ago as 1900, 
Detroit was clearly destined to become a great manufactur- 
ing center of automobiles and their equipment.

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Analyze Your Traffic Census 


UTOMOTIVE men are in the front of the good roads 
movements all over the country, and for the benefit of 
our readers we pass on a practical piece of advice recently 
given by the Lincoln Highway Association. This suggestion 
has to do with the traffic census, which is, of course, the 
foundation of scientific highway development, but it points 
out the danger of the census, unless it is properly analyzed 
and the results applied with complete understanding of their 
real meaning :— e 

“Each year we see an increase in the practice of traffic 
census taking by the states. It is urged by the Bureau of 
Public Roads and its theory would appear to be sound. If 
your patient is sick, diagnose him carefully before you start 
treatment, for the measure of your professional competence 
depends primarily on the way you read his symptoms. 

“In taking a traffic census, observers are usually placed 
at inany strategic points to make careful count of the vehicles 
passing their respective stations between certain determined 
hours and for given periods. Following this a traffic map 
is often made showing the density of travel as reflected by 
the counts taken. The casual engineer is apt to decide that 
surfaces must be provided in accord with the count made. 
Frequently this is exactly the wrong remedy. Here are some 
examples :-— ; 

“From the earliest days of wheel transportation in Ohio, 
east and west traffic followed what is now known as State 
Highway Number 5. It was improved according to early 
day standards and was adequate for many years. Three 
years ago state road Number 10, between Mansfield and 
Delphos, which are common points on both roads, was built 
of bituminous macadam. No. 10 112 miles long. 
against 100 miles via Number 5, contains many more natura! 
hazards, but this year it has been carrying possibly five 
times the traffic that Number 5 has because the motorists 
have learned that they can drive a 12 per cent. greater dis- 
tance, in less time and at less expense, than if they used the 
shorter road, which had many miles of badly broken surface. 
Number 5 is now being rebuilt, and Thomas H. MacDonald 
chief of the Bureau of Public Roads, predicts that when com- 
pleted it will be the principal trans-state road in Ohio. A 
1926 census would indicate that Number 5 could be ignored 
entirely. 

“Between Utah and Nevada there are two interstate 
roads, one of which was the route of the old Pony Express. 
It was the popular interstate road until the year 1926. In 
the spring of 1926 a new interstate road was opened, fifty 
miles away, where no road had ever existed before, but it 
was built to government specifications and this year has 
carried 5 vehicles to 1 on the old road. Again the census | 
would have given an incorrect picture.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Ameri- 
can consular officers vised invoices 
of 6,917 long tons of crude rubber 
to the United States during ‘the 
week ended December 25 and 8,015 
tons for the previous week, the 
rubber division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce announces. 
The largest shipments were 
made from British Malaya, Cey~ 
lon and Dutch East Indies. : 
During November re-exports of 
crude from the United States to- 
taled 3,320,461 pounds, valued at 
$1,411,517 of which the bulk went 
to Canada. Gross tmports during 
November amounted to 39,155 long 
tons. By deducting re-exports of 
1,482 long tons, the net imports 
were 37,673 long tons. :
